MESS AGE OF THE PRESIDENT, 


To the Senate and House of Represen- 


tatives of the United Slates: 


I submit, for the consideration of Con- 


gress, several communications received 
at the Department of State from Mr. 
Justo Sierra, commissioner of Yucatan, 
and also a communication from the Gov- 
ernor of that State, representing the con- 
dition of extreme suffering to which their 
country has been reduced by an insur- 
rection of the Indians within its limits, 
and asking the aid of the United States. 


The communications present a case of 


human suffering and misery which can- 
not fail to excite the sympathies of all 
civilized nations. 
From these and other 


sources of information, it appears that 
the Indians of Yucatan are waging a 
war of extermination against the white 
race. 
In this cruel war, they spare nei- 


ther age nor sex, but put to death, indis- 
criminately, all who fall within their 
power. The inhabitants, panic-stricken 
and destitute of arms, are flying before 
their savage pursuers towards the coast; 
and their expulsion from their country, 
or their extermination, would seem to be 
inevitable, unless they can obtain assist- 
ance from abroad. 


In this condition they have, through 


their constituted authorities, implored the 
aid of this government to save them from 
destruction, offering, in case this should 
be granted, to transfer the "dominion 
and sovereignty of the Peninsula" to the 
United States. 
Similar appeals for ffid 


and protection have been made to "the 
Spanish and the English governments." 


Whilst it is not my purpose to rec- 


ommend the adoption of any measure,- 
with a view to the acquisition of the "do- 
minion and sovereignty" over Yucatan, 
yet, according to our established policy, 
we could riot consent to a transfer "of this 
"dominion and sovereignly," either-to 
Spain, Great Britain, or any other Eu- 
ropean power. 
In the language of Pres- 


ident Monroe, in his message of Decem- 
ber, 1823, "we should consider any at- 
tempt on their part to extend their sys- 
tem to any portion of this hemisphere as 
dangerous to our peace and safety."— 
In my annual message of December, 
1845,1 declared that "near a quarter of 
a century ago, the principle was dis- 
tinctly announced to the world, in the 
annual message of one of rny pre- 
decessors, that the 'American conti- 
nents, by the free 
and independent 


condition which they have assumed 
and 
maintained, are 
henceforth not 


to be considered as subjects for fu- 
ture colonization by any 
European 


power.'" This principle vvilllapply with 
greatly increased force, should any Eu- 
ropean power attempt to establish arty 
new colony in North America. 
In the 


existing circumstances of the world, the 
present is deemed a proper occasion to 
reiterate and reaffirm the principle avow- 
ed by Mr. Monroe, and to stale my cor- 
dial concurrence in its wisdom and sound 
policy. 
The re-assertion of this princi- 


ple, especially in reference to North 
America, is at this day but the promul- 
gation of a policy which no European 
power should cherish the disposition -to 
resist. Existing rights of every Euro- 
pean nation should be respected ; but a 
is due alike to our safely and our inter- 
ests, that the efficient protection of our 
laws should be extended over our whole 
territorial limits, and that it should be 
distinctly announced to the world, as ouf 
settled policy, that no future European 
colony or dominion shall, with our con- 
sent, be planted or established on any 
part of the American continent. 


Our own security requires that the es- 


tablished policy thus announced should 
guide our conduct, and this applies with 
great force to the peninsula of Yucatan. 
It is situate in the Gulf of Mexico, on the 
North American continent; and from its 
vicinity to Cuba, to the Capes of Flori- 
da, to New Orleans, and indeed to our 
whole south-western coast, it would be 
dangerous to our security if it should be- 
come a colony of any European nation. 


We have now authentic information 


that, if the aid asked from the United 
Stales be not tjranled, such aid will prob- 
ably be obtained from some European 
power, which may hereafter assert a 
claim to "dominion and sovereignty" 
over Yucatan. 


Our existing relations with Yucatan 


are of a peculiar character, as will be 
perceived from the note of the Secretary 
of Slate to her commissioner, dated on 
the 24th of December last ; a copy of 
which is herewith transmitted. 
Yucatan 


has never declared her independence, 
and we treat her as a State of the Mexi- 
can Republic. 
For this reason we have 


never officially received her commission- 
er ; but whilst this is the case, we have, 
to a considerable extent, recognized 
her 


as a neutral in our war witrTMexico.— 
Whilst still considering Yucatan as a 
portion of Mexico, if we bad troops to 
spare for ibis purpose, I would deem it 
proper, during the continuance of the 
war with Mexico, to occupy and hold 
military possession of her territory,-and 
to defend the white inhabitants agninst 
the incursions of the Indians, in the same 
way that we have employed our troops 
in other States of the Mexican republic 
in our possession, in repelling the at*
